Tue Russian bluff has failed for a 
time, and the Russian Foreign Office 
has, as was to be expected if it saw 
that Great Britain, the United States, 
and Japan were firm, formally denied 
the authenticity of the conditions on 
which it would evacuate Manchuria. 
But, Reuter’s telegram adds: “No 
doubt exists of the authenticity of 
the demands; ” and it adds also that 
Lord Cranborne stated in the House 
ery demands, which Rus- 
are a pure invention, are 
engaging the earnest attention of our 
Government. Meanwhile Russia is 
endeavouring to detach the United 
States from the other two interested 
Powers by assuring the American Ai 
bassador that the door will always b 
open to foreigners, and that Rus 
anxious to attr: merican commerce 
and capital, Does anyone believe that 
ifa British or French or American 
syndicate proposed to build a railway 
or open a mine in Manchuria, the 
door would be open? It will | 
noticed that Japan attaches nu im- 
portance to the news either that 
Shéngking has been completely eva- 
cuated, or that all restricti 
foreign travel there have been re- 
moved. Japan is still indignant at 
Russia’s procedure and the Japanese 
journals declare that Russia is solely 
responsible for whatever may result 
a very significant declaration. If the 
United States is inclined to ke led 
away by Count Lamsdorfs assuran 
it would be well for the U.S. Depart- 
ment of State to turn up and ponder 
the history of Batoum, 

Russia’s dealing with Manchuria 
has been so tortuous throughout 
that it is impossible to put any 
faith in the statements she makes 
now. The secret treaty made at St. 
Petersburg by H. E. Hsii and the 
Cassini Convention were as strenu- 
ously denied at the time as the 
demands just made on China are to- 
day, and it would surprise no-one if 
Russia were to turn round in a day 
or two and show the conditions with 
Prince Ching’s seal to them. The 
regular course of Russian diplomacy 
in the Far East is to make an agree- 
ment secretly, to deny its existence, 
to put in in force, and then to rely 
on it as a fait accompli which it is 
now too late to undo. Russia has 
all along intended to annex Man- 
churia, while promising to evacuate 
and not to interfere in any way with 
the rights and privileges that other 
nations enjoyed while it remained a 
part of China. If she is to be 
absolved from her engagements to 
evacuate, she must settle with such

Disastrous Fire in Sydney. 
One of the most disastrous fires that 
have occurred for some time past: took 
place on 2ist March in Sydney. The scene 
of the fire was Hentzch's Bond situated 
in one of the most closely packed corners 
of Old Sydney. soon as the firo 
superintendent was advised of the scene 
of the outbreak, he ordered out tho whole 
available plant stationed within the 
metropolitan area; and within a short 
time of tho call being received, thirteen 
seamers were av work pouring streams of 
water into the burning pile of building, 
Tho bond was of six floors with « carry- 
ing capacity of 18,000 tons, about two- 
thirds of which spaco wax engaged. A 
large and varied assortment of merchan- 
dixe was stored, including quantities of 
paints, oils and varnishes, with other in- 
tlammable materials. From the outside the 
firemen recognised that there was little 
or no hope of saving the bond, never: 
theless they continued to pour in streants 
of water. About two hours after the out- 
break one of the walls collapsed outwards, 
burying beneath it two adjacent cottages, 
from which of course the occupants had 
previously removed everything of value. 
Towards midnight tho remaining walls 
collapsed, fortunately without injury to 
any of the brigade. With the collapse 
or the walls the fire was practically got 
under control. The estimated value of 
the building was £ but insurances 
on the stock are not available. The bond 
was situated within the area recently re- 
sumed nt for harbour 
improvenient purposes, so the loss, if any, 
will be incurred by t ie. Later ad- 
vices state that the building was insured 
for £12,000, whilst the policies held on 
the contents total up to over £100,000.

THE TRIAL TRIP OF 
THE A. M: BISBEE. 


——_ 

On Thursday last week tho now 
steam pilot bbat A.M. Bishee took 
up moorings“ at the P. and 0. jetty, 
and during and -after the tiffin hour 
was inspected by many interested in 
the Shanghai Pilots’ Association. She 
is a handsome craft, exceedingly well 





found, worthy alike of the Associa 
tion and of the much-esteemed har- 
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bour master whose memory is perpetuated 
in her name. Built by Mr. H. F. Car- 
anichael of Hongkong, she is of 168.83 
tegistered tonnage, 130 feet long, 24 fect 
in extreme breadth, and has a draft of 10} 
feet. Her frame is of Philippine Yakl, 
an exceptionally hard wood, with teak- 
wood fittings, and her compound engine 
gives her a nominal speed of 93 
knots which can, however, be easily ex- 
ceeded. She carries G1 tons of coal and 
sufficient supplies to enable her to be four 
or five weeks, if need be, on the station 
without coming home.” She will in 
fact usually “remain out about a 
month at a time. Her boats, hoisted 
by steam derricks, instead of being 
lowered from the old-fashioned davits, 
can be put in the water fully manned 
in seven seconds. Since her arrival 
in Shanghai the A. M. Bisbee has been 
installed throughout with electricity, 
lights and fans, and though she 
carries no search light she has a 
large electric cargo light. ‘The saloons, 
sleeping and living, which have room 
for 27 ‘passengers, are commodious and 
comfortable, there are baths, and ad- 
equate kitchens. ‘The Ohinese quarters 
are exceptionally roomy and the boys of 
tho crew are simply delighted with their 
electric lamp, a great innovation to them. 
‘Three members of the Association, Messrs. 
D. C. Campbell, E. Hjousbery, ‘and B. 
Lundholm supervised the building of the 
boat and they have looked after tho in- 
terests of their fellow-members thorough- 
ly well. The A. M. Bisbee in fact will 
help to make the always hard and dan- 
gerous life of the pilots more pleasant and 
also increase their opportunities for 
i the services in their power. 

Sho will be able to ride in any sea, and 
n it is impossible to put a’ pilot 
‘on an incoming vessel she will be able to 
lead the way into harbour. It is in con- 
templation to fit her with Marconi's ap- 
paratus for wireless telegraphy, an ad- 
dition which will enable her to keep in 
touch with the shore office and prevent 
much waste of time in the arrangements

SIDING QUESTION 
AT TIENTSIN.

_Mr.G. Detring, the arbitrator, has given 
his award on one portion of’ the case 
submitted to him by the Commissioners, 
Mr. L. C. Hopkins, His Majesty's Consul. 
General for Tientsin, and Mr. N. Laptew, 
HLM the Czar's Consul in Tientsin, on 
the famous Railway Siding dispute.” It 
will be within the memory of our readers 
how the injudicious handling of this matter 
two years ago raised a typical example of a 
storin in a ‘politieal tea-pot, and how iq 
actually brought about the luns-anticipated 
crisis of England and Russia, personated 
in sentries, looking down the inuzzlen of 
each other's guns. The award is histori- 
cally so interesting that we shall quote it 
with textual precision, 

AWARD. 

In ro:—The ' Chi Chia Low’ land case 
referred for arbitration by L. C. Hopkins, 
H.B.M. Consul-General, acting as British 

joner and N. Laptew, H.LR.M.'s 
Consul, acting as Russian Commissioner. 

I the undersigned having been called 
upon to arbitrate in the matter of certain 
lands formerly forming the site of the 
¥illage known as Chi Ohia Low, near the 
Lao Lung Tow Railway Station, Tientsin, 
and having duly considered and scratinis- 
ed the various arguments and documentary 
evidence laid before mo by the contending 
parties, now, according to the best of mi 
Imowledge and belief, award as follows :— 

‘The land in dispute, having ben virtu- 
ally obtained by the Railway Administra- 
tion prerious to the trouble of 1900, shall 
remain in their possession as railway pro- 














‘Thece being ever-disputable points and 
doubts with regard to the original owner- 
ship and right-to-sell the land in dispute, 
the Railway Administration shall indom: 
nify Prince Su by paying to him the same 
compensation which, as stated, was already 
paid to the alleged late proprietor Sun 


Wei. 
(Signed) Deraixc. 

Tientsin, 20th April, 1903. 

In supplement to this document, we may 
state that the Russian authorities have 
succeeded to Princo Su's claims in their 
entirety. The award thus gives the Rail- 
way the land in dispute, but imposes on 
the Company the obligation to pay to the 
Russian authorities a sum equal to that 
it has already paid to the former putativo 
owner.

OVERLAND.ROUTE TO 
PEKING. 


(from 4 connzsPonDEst.) 





The year 1900 is memorable—as regards 
afairs in the Far East—not only on ac- 
count of the Boxer outbreak in: China, 
but also for the completion of the Great 
Trans-Siberian and Eastern Chinese Rail- 
ways, links which will undoubtedly help 
to bring the East and West closer to- 





gether. 
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The scheme of the great connecting link 
of the Trans-Siberian Railway was project- 
ed many years ago by Russia, but’ not 
actually undertaken till the year 1886, when 
the work of construction was begun on the 
Samar-Zlatoust line (commencing at the 
station of Batraki, situated on the western 
or right bank of the Volga, and termina- 
tive at Cheliabinsk) but not finally opened 
for traffic till 1892. This portion of the 
lino is regarded as the principal link be- 
tween the network of railways in Euro) 
Russia and the main Siberian line, as the 
dividing line between Europe and’ Asia is 
only passed near the littlestation of Our- 
journko, 240 versts west of Cheliabinsk. 

The West Siberian Railway representa 
the first link of the Great Siberian main 
line proper, and commencing at Chelia- 
binsk terminates at the extreme castern 
pier of the bridge across the river Ob, near 
the town of Krivoshichekoro, a distance of 
1,928 versts._ The work on this portion was 
commenced in 1892, but the line was not 
opened to regular traffic till 1896. 

The section of the line from the right 
bank of the river Ob, through Irkutsk ta 
Lake Baikal—a distance of 1,780 versta— 
is known as the Mid-Siberian Railway, and 
though the line was commenced in 1893, 
the first train did not reach Irkutsk till 
16th August, 1898. 

‘Tho Trans-Baikal railway (commenced in 
1895 and completed in 1890) begins at 
Pereiomnarya, the landing-place of M, 
vaya, on the éastern shore of Lake Baikal, 
and terminates at tho station of Stretensk, 
whence the Shilka-Amur waterway runs 
east, connecting the Trans-Baikal railway 
with the Ussuri line termination at Vladi- 
vostok. 

Between the station of Karymskaya (767 
verts from Mysovaya) and Kaidalovo (16 
yersts further east) a branch line leaves 
the Trans-baikal lino at the station of Ki 
taiki and runs to the frontier of China, 
joining the East-Chinese Railway at tho 
station of Mandchourie. The length of 
the line within the Trans-Baikal territory 
from the junction near Kaidalovo to the 
frontier of Manchuria is 324 versts. 

Tho next stage of the journey is from 
Mandchourie to Kharbine, a distance of 
907 versts ; and as this is nominally Chineso 
territory but occupied by Russia, this 
of our journey became particularly inter- 
esting. The Russians aro evidently hard 
at work colonising this portion of the 
country. hers a of wooden houses, in- 
terspersed with brick buildings, are spring- 
ing up all along the line, and quite a num- 
ber of people appear from somewhere at 
every little station. Near the station of 
Saltanoro (350 yersts from Mandchourie) 
wo found ourselves 3,500 feet (by anoroid) 
above the sea among the mountains, and 
saw a mine of some kind being vetively 
worked, most of the workmen being Chi- 
nese. From this point the line zigzagged 
down the mountain, the turns ig made 
at very sharp angles, as there was not. room 
to make a curve. At the turning points 
the train had to be run forward on to a 
single line, and then go in the opposite 
direction down the next grade. At Bouk- 
hatou (380 versts from Mandchourie) wa 
could see no buildings whatever, except 
those near the station; but already an 
engine house had been built, with a siding 
on which wero two engines. A largo 
church was conspicuous on a neighbouring 
hill, and at the station itself was a very 
good restaurant. 

Djalantoune (116 versts beyond) preseat- 
ed avery busy scene, as the mail train 
from Port Arthur was there waiting. 
Many now buildings had been erected in 
the neighbourhood of the station, and 
others wero in course of building. Tha 
front of the station was designed in Chi- 
nese stsle of architecture with curved roof, 
the corners of which were turned up and 
surmounted with the usual griffins.

Tho little station of Perciomnaya was 
reached about cleven, our sturdy little 
horses having made tho forty miles in 
four hours, with one hour's rest: half-way 
across. 

_At Perciomnaya we were only just in 
time to secure, with the aid of our friend, 
the ono remaining first-class coupé in the 
train which was to take us on to. M 
ovaya at 3 p.m. The s 
and tho interval was occ 
other meal, reading, writing, or sewing 
according to the taste of the several mem- 
bers of our party. At five o'clock we 
started and reached Misovaya at seven, 
whero there was another rush to secure 
accommodation. Fortunately. we found 
a train with really first, second, and third 
class carriages similar’ to those on the 
west of the lake, and were fortunate 
enough to secure one first-class coupé with 
four berths. 

Thoroughly tired out with our short 
night aud the day's journey, we soon had 
our luggago arranged and’ beds down; 
and though the Company provides no 
bedding our own wraps ‘were ample as 
every window was tightly scrowed and 
tho heat turned on. Notwithstanding our 
tiredness some of our party could not 
sleep on account of the heat: and stuffiness, 
and tho next day a friendly screwdriver 
enabled us to remove ono of the double 
windows, and tho next was easily opened 
and wo rejoiced in fresh air in our car- 
riage. 

There wero only four first-class com 
on this train, each with four berths: but 
the one wo secured was fortunately loner 
than tho others and could be inade into 
two by closing the foldine doors in the 
centro. Ono small lavatory had to do 
duty not also for tho first-class passen- 
gers, but also for several of those occupy 
ing second-class carriages, and was de- 
cidedly poor—and dirty.’ An enamelled 
basin proved a great boon, as it enabled 
us to perform our ablations in our own 
coupé. The light supplied at night was 
also very poor, consisting of a single can. 
dio for each compartment, placed high up 
over tho door. A private supply should 
bo carried if one wishes to do any read- 
iny or writing after sundown. 

iu this train we spent Saturday and 
Sunday (4th and 5th) arriving at the bor- 
der station of Mandchurie at 8 a.m. on 
Monday, 6th. Here the traveller should 
endeavour to accomplish the impossible 
by doing three things at onco—look after 
his luggage, scéuro places in the train 
for the next stage of the journey, and 
buy his ticket. Our own experience will 
throw some light on the matter. Before 
leaving the train from Misovaya a soldier 
came to ask for our passports, which in the 
confusion we feared we might never sec 














































again. A company of Cossacks was being 
exercised on an open space within the 
station precincts, and added to the dust 
i already raised by a strong keen wind. A 
porter appeared and helped to carry our 
Iuggago across, and with great difficulty 
‘one coupé with four berths in the only 
second-class carriage on the train was 
secured. There were no first-class. I 
then went with an English-speaking Rus- 
sian who had proved very kind and help- 
ful to us since parting with the Swedish 
gentleman who left. us at Chita, to pro- 
cure tickets. In the little shanty used 
as ticket-office was a long line of people 
waiting, in which I had to take my place 
—and wait, and while doing so was re- 
lieved to have my passport returned to 
me. My friend asked for second-class 
tickets, and was told that they were all 
sold, but we could have third as far as 
Kharbin, where wo might be able to get 
second. I bought the third and went 
back to tell my companions who were 
holding tho fort and had been assailed by 
several people who tried to induce them 
to leave. Being unable to explain th 
had fortunately stuck to their post, and 
as we found all the other passengers had 
settled down somewhere we hoped we 
ight be allowed to retain our places, 
and were not disap; When the 
conductor came to examine tickets our 
friend obtained the services of a Colonel 
who was travelling with him, matters 
were satisfactorily explained, and at a 
stati tle further on the extra fare 
was paid and second-class tickets secured 
as far as Kharbin. 

When we had time to recover onr 
posure we found we were travelling 
owe of the new trains specially b 
Russia for this part of th 
aro no first-class carriages at present 
the second are very comfortable.

mattresses but’ no bed-clothe 
the traveller needs to use his own wraps as 
covering.

The 
corridor is wide and provided w HL 
flap seats and tables, hooks for coats, 
ete. : and overhead quite a large rack for 
the heavier hand luggage. ‘The lavatory 
arrangement was a great improvement on 
the previous train, there being two lava- 
tories at each end. Ou both the 
second and third-class carriages had a 
clean neat appearance, and the body was 
faced with iron_as high as the window. 
which looked as if they might be intended 
for other uses than” passenger traffic. 
Fittings are provided for electric light, 
but at present the only illumination sup: 
plicd at night is by candles as on the 
other trains. 

This train took us as far as Kharbin or 
Soungari where althouzh we did not have 
to change carriages, we had to rebook and 
were able to take tickets as far as Ying: 
Kou (known to the foreigner as New-

cording to a time table given us in 
Moscow we were here to find a steam ferry 
would take us across the river at 
six in the morning, so as to catch the 
train which was to leave the station or 
the other side (also called Yingk‘ou), at 
$ o'clock for Shanhaikuan en route’ for 
Peking. But no one could tell us any 
thing about the steam ferry or give de- 
finite information about the departure of 
the train on the other side. 


Fortunately a Russian naval officer who 
‘spoke French was travelling in the samo 
train with us, and on our appealing to him 
at once came to our aid. A steam launch 
was waiting for him and in this ho sent 
us (after taking him to his ship) to tho 
foreign concession, some four miles down 
tho river, whero we found a hotel close 
to the landing stage. Here we arrived at 
3 xo up two sleepy Chinese 
servants who took us in, but again could 
give us little reliable information about 
atiairs on tho other side of the rivor. 
After two hours’ rest we were up again 
and, after somo light refreshment, sceur- 
ed a good-sized native boat to_ take us 
across the river to the other Yingk'ou. 
We landed on the bank near the railway 
{station and were wondering what next to 
j do, when a Russian soldier came running to- 
wards us and though wo could scarcely un- 
| derstand a word ho said, wo gathered that 
j “the Captain invited us." Othor soldiers 
came and took up our belongings and we 
ttled in a small

We certainly 
managed’ to secure coupés, but the train 
was not warmed and the seats were just 
hare boards. Making ourselves ax com- 
fortablo as we could with our own wraps 
for the nigh were joined next morn- 
ing by our friends, for whom wo had also 
scoured a coupé, ‘and left at 6.30. On 
this part of tho journey no provisions aru 
to be bought so that tr.rallers must bo 
furnished with their supply for th> day ; 
but on arrival at Shanhaikuan (about 7 
p-m.) they can at once join the train 
which will take them to Peking, .nd on 
which there is a restaurant car where good 
refreshments can be obtained. It is ex- 
pected that from the first of May next a 
hotel will bo opened at Shanhaikuan for 
the accommodation of travellers. ‘The last 
stage of our journey (Shanhaikuan to 
Peking) was more comfortably accomplish- 
ed, as the train was warmed, the seats were 
cushioned and the restaurant’ car accom 
panied tho train right to Peking. 

It_may bo here mentioned that, until 
the journey from Tashibchao to Peking is 
‘better organised, travellers who do not 
understand Chineso will find it more con- 
venient to go. by train straight on to 
Dalny, and thenee take steamer to Tion- 
tsin by way of Chefoo.

A Burglar with a Bad Record. 

A man was brought before the Court on 
remand, charged with having committed 
no less than ten burglaries in different 
parts of the Settlement between Juno 
1902 and March 1903. 

‘Two other mon were charged with ro- 
ceiving the proceeds of certain of tha 
burglaries, well knowing the goods to hava 
been stolen. 

In stating, tho charge, Inspector Mathe- 
son said that the prisoner had a record 
of 16 previous convictions—two for burg- 
lary, one for housebreaking, and 13 for 
larceny. The first receiver had taken 
$50 worth of stolon property and the othor 
man $89 worth. Among tlie complainants 
were two foreignors—Messrs. Leonard 
Kerr and M. Beart.

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THE KAISER’S GLOVE. 


—— 





7th May. 
For the second time within hal 
dozen years the Kaiser has deliber- 
ately placed himself in the path of the 
Czar, It was on the 14th of Novem- 
ber, 1897, that the Germans took 
possession of Kinochou Bay, and thus 
put the effective might of the Ger- 
man Empire in the’ way of Russian 
expansion. to the south. How that 





move was taken by the Russians is’ 


well known, Now by an almost 
equally dramatic announcement the 
Kaiser has repeated the fateful words, 
“Thus far; no farther.” It is easy 
to conceive the astonishment that 
has been produced at home by this 
startling manifesto. Reuter tells us 
that additional surprise has been 
caused by the uncompromising form 
in which the declaration has been 
made, But that is altogether in 
koeping with the Kaiser's character 
which is given to theatrical display 
on such occasions, Doubtless the 
etfect hus been heightened by the 
contrast between the suave complais- 
ance with which Berlin contemplated 
Russian continuance in Manel huria, 
and the stern non possumus regard- 
ing the Balkan peninsula, 

Rarely has the world seen a greater 
change come over the policy o 
first-class Power than that which has 

-thus been advertised, Less than 
thirty years ago, on the 6th 
December, 1876, to be exact, 
Prince Bismarck gave utterance 
to the words which have since been 
so often quoted: “In the whole 
Oriental controversy there are no 
German interests involved that would 
be worth the sound bones of a single 
Pomeranian musketeer.” Now the 
German interests have become such 
that the might of the whole Empire, 
nob merely of the Pomeranian, but 
of the Saxon, the Bavarian, the 
Wurtenburger, and the rest,is pledged 
to the defence of the “ unspeakable 
Turk.” ‘This, we repeat, is a anighty 
change. 

The gauntlet is thrown down. 
Who will pick it up? The three 
countries who by repute are most 
anxious for shares in the sick man’s 
estate are Russia, Austria, and Ital 
‘To all of these the Kaiser cries 
“Hands off!” Two of them are, 
officially at any rate, his sworn allies. 
‘The other is asa rule more or less 
hostile. The Czar has made “ sacri- 
fices” for the sake of his co-religionists 
under Turkish rule, he has “freed” 
various portions of the Sultan's 


















domains and taken others to himself. 
He dreams of Constantinople and 
has visions of the Dardanelles, and in 
all these he sees the Crescent replaced 
by a Greek Cross and a Cossack in 
the sentry box of the Bashi-Bazouk. 
‘The possibility of a Lutheran turn 
being given to the revived Chris- 
tianity “of St. Sophia is a new idea 
altogether, and cannot be particularly 
pleasing to Holy Russia, whose 
orthodoxy looks aghast at the des- 
tructive efforts of German crit 
But for many years the Kaiser has 
been preaching the doctrine that ifthe 
Turk really wishes to make a choice, 
“Codlin’s “ the friend, not Short,” 
arid no opportunity has been lost to 
!give effect to the new policy, which 
‘thas for its object a Teutonic outlet 
,through the ‘south-east of Europe 
‘towards the land of promise bounded 
‘by the Persian Gulf, German money 
‘has been freely invested in the 
[Sultan's dominions, Gorman trade 
jencouraged. The Kaiser's officers 
jhave drilled the Sultan's troops, and 
even aided them in the war against 
Greece. It was the Kaiser who stood 
between the wrath of the European 
“Concert” and its object when the 
Cretan trouble was at its height. It 




















torical pilgrimage to the Holy Land 
and thus killed Thomas Cook. His 
subjects have pushed the advantages 
gained for them, and now hold a 
loading position as colonisers in Syria, 
and the southern parts of Asia Minor.

This newest 
declaration adds no fresh force, but it 
must without a doubt be put down 
in Russian books as an additional 
reason why the “inevitable” must 
come to pass. At the moment, it is 
difficult to see what advantage the 
Kaiser could find in making so un- 
compromising an announcement, 
Russia and Austria had both spoken 
pretty plainly to the unruly elements 
in the Balkans and there seemed 
‘good hope that the Sultan would be 
able to pacify his dominions once 
more. There was, too, a far greater 
risk, to all appearances, of Russian! 
complications in Manchuria, in face 
of which it would certainly not have ; 
een to the Czar’s advantage to)

Asia. But the Kaiser, dramatic 
though he loves to be, has ever some 
solid reason at the back of his most 
theatrical display; and thus the 
momentous decision now announced 
is probably justifiable in ways that 
for the moment may only be guessed 
at. Probably most Englishinen will 
be grateful “to the Kaiser for lifting 
from the shoulder of Englind the 
last ounce of responsibility for the 
estate of our erstwhile © “ faithful 
friend and ally, the Sultan.”

New Laws for China. 

It is reported from the North that with 
regard to the scheme for embodying for- 
cign laws into Chinese in order to meet 
present day requirements where interna- 
tional relations are concerned, the Poking 
Government intends to copy many of the 
new laws of Japan as a basis and further 
to adopt, where needed, portions cf the 
“Code Napoléon’ of France, for which 
Purpose steps aro being talon to translate 
‘the pouderous volume into Chinese. 


Russia in Chinese Turkestan. 

It is stated that Viceroy Yuan Shih- 
Kai has received the following telegram 
from H.E. P’an Hsiao-su, Governor of 
Chinese Turkestan, or the New Dominion : 
—“Tho Russians ‘are erecting telegraph 
Yines side by side with our own in this 
Province, connecting the various cities 
and towns, and extending their lines, of 
course, to join with those of Russian 
Central Asia on the West and Siberia on 
tho North. As Your Exeollency (Viceroy 
Yuan) is now Director-General of Tele- 
sraphs this matter urgently concems you 
whilo it also concerns me as Governor of 
these dominions. I trust therefore that 
Your Excellency will loso no time in 
apprising tho Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
in Peking and ask it to take immediate 
steps to obstruct and stop the Russians 
in this violation of International law and 
encroachment: on the integrity and inde- 
pondenco of the Empire. 

Apropos of this kind of work of the 
Russians in Chinese Turkestan it will also 
be romombered that they have acted in 
a similar manner in Manchuria and Corea. 
It seems certain theroforo that it is the 
Purpose of Russia not only to absorb thoso 
two countries in the near future but also 
at the same timo Chinese Turkestan, 
news from which portion of the Chinese 
Empiro dribbles but slowly hither. 


Patriotic Chinese Young Ladies. 

A Tokio letter to hand reports that 
simultaneously with tho determination 
expressed by some six or seven hundred 
young Chinese studying in Japan to forin 
themselves into a volunteer battalion to
